Advanced registration for 
American International Col¬ 
lege’s three separate Summer 
Division programs is now 
taking place Monday through 
Friday from 9 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., according to Dean Clin¬ 
ton M. Bowen.

Al umni Awards By Two Men 


Two distinguished Western 
New England College alumni 
were recipients of the College’s 
Third Annual “Alumnus of the 
Year” awards. The awards 
were made at the annual 
reunion dinner meeting held at 
Chez Joseph in Agawam. 

Honored by WNEC were the 
Honorable Donald M. 
Macauley and the late Henry T. 
Downey, both of Springfield. 

Mr. Macauley is a distin¬ 
guished jurist and a Springfield 
native. A graduate of Dart¬ 
mouth College and Springfield 
Northeastern (now WNEC) Law 
School, he has served the 
Springfield community and its 
legal profession in many capa¬ 
cities including City Solicitor, 
Probate Court Judge, and 
member of the Superior Court 
Bench. His career also includes 
service in World War I as a 
member of the famous Lafay¬ 
ette Escadrille, work as court 
reporter for the Springfield 
Union, and membership in the 
Republican City Committee. 

A member of WNEC’s 50th 


reunion class, the Class of 1924, 
he has served his alma mater as 
a member, of its Board of 
Trustees since 1948 and has 
been awarded an honorary 
degree by WNEC. 

Mr. Downey, who died sud¬ 
denly last year, was a Spring- 
field native and a graduate of 
Northeastern University School 
of Business Administration and 
the WNEC and Boston Univer¬ 
sity Schools of Law. Senior 
partner of the firm that bears 
his name, Mr. Downey served 
the community of Springfield 
in various areas, included city 
service, a long association with 
Mercy Hosital, and various 
professional associations. 

He served on the WNEC 
Board of Trustees for many 
years and was Vice Chairman 
of the Board at the time of his 
death. 

His widow, a graduate of 
WNEC in 1949, the 25th 
reunion class, accepted the 
posthumous award to Mr. 
Downey.

Dear Editor: 

When does the Council of 
Agawam say "We have had 
enough”? Mr. Manager, the 
townspeople are aggravated to 
that point where they want 
something done now. 

The need for a rubbish 
disposal area for Agawam has 
now reached a critical time, 
and it does not appear that the 
solution is near. 

. Where do we stand now . . . 

The former dump contract 
recipient has submitted a for¬ 
mal bid of $30,000 to handle 


the disposal. That bid was not 
formally refused, this bid was 
submitted some six weeks ago. 
The Manager’s argument was 
that the dump owners sub¬ 
contract position must be re¬ 
solved. Our opinion is that that 
portion of any dispute must be 
resolved by Mr. Grasso and 
Tri-pak. I am sure if the dump 
contract were issued to the 
present owner, Grasso, Agaway 
would have the same efficient 
service we have had for the past 
11 years. I fail to understand 
why the Manager refused to tell 
the Council that he had the 
formal bid of $30,000, espec¬ 
ially when the former contract 
was for $50,000 and established 
some years ago. 


Since the time cff the original 
contract Agawam generates 
much, much more rubbish. 
When you consider the great 
increase in rubbish input and 
the reduction in the new 
contract price, the Town 
Council might have been dis¬ 
posed to accept the new pro¬ 
posal that was in the hands of 
the Manager, and resolved all 
of our rubbish disposal pro¬ 
blems. 

Who is stalling? ...... 

The news releases put out by 


the Manager have been con¬ 
fusing and distorted. He has 
stated that he has been negot¬ 
iating with Springfield to try 
and get the same service Aga¬ 
wam was getting at our own 
dump. 

Well, the last time Westman 
talked to Springfield was some 
six weeks ago and certain re¬ 
quirements by Agaway were to 
be satisfied before there would 
be any more talks. Springfield 
has been forced to live up to the 
restrictions established by 
Agawam, therefore they 
(Springfield) cannot accept 
rubble without breaking the 
rules as laid down by the town. 

Westman was told to go to 
the Agawam Board of Health, 
Board of Appeals, or whomever 
and get some of the restrictions 
lifted before they will accept 
any further negotiations. 

Our search shows no such 
action having been taken by the 
Manager. So it is a stalemate, a 
standoff. How can we accept 
the statements that “we are 
negotiating with Springfield 
and should be resolved very 
soon”? 

Why have we accepted state¬ 
ments that “I am going to save 
the town $40,000” when it is 
not true?

The Parks and Recreation Department’s 
Summer Playground program is designed for 
school age children (not less than six years of 
age nor more than 14 years of age).

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Shawn Sullivan! Not much more can be said about this super 
Brownie athlete. His credentials speak for themself. All 
Western Mass. Fullback, All League catcher, easily one of 
Agawam’s finest performers in years. The list of this senior’s 
accomplishments could go on and on, and without a doubt it 
will continue to grow. 

Shawn’s greatest season on the gridiron came this past fall 
after three fine campaigns since his freshman days. Shawn was 
this year’s co-captain along with Dave Michalak, and “Sully” 
lived up to his post. He led the squad in scoring while 
terrorizing opposing linemen by his bruising ball carrying 
tactics. 

Sullivan’s most memorable exhibition came against a tough 
Chicopee defense last November. Shawn rushed for over 300 
yards, including a tremendous 88 yard touchdown. Shawn’s 
efforts against the Pacers will always rank as one of the most 
prolific in Agawam’s long and distinguished football history. 
“It was really a disappointing season though,” he said. “We 
just lacked the size and the depth,” he added. Although the 
squad may have had a tough fall, Sullivan’s play was beyond 
the call of duty. 

Shawn’s three seasons on the baseball diamond have also 
been spectacular. Sully rates as Western Mass, top receiver, 
and he should gain a berth on the All Western Mass. team. 
Sullivan's main weapons on the diamond include a booming 
bat, a rifle like arm, and very fine defensive play behind the 
plate. Although Shawn is enjoying a great spring (leads 
Agawam in batting average, walks, and third in RBI’s) he said 
he is very disappointed in the team’s play. 

“The pitching staff has been doing a great job. It is to bad 
we’re not helping them out as much as we could,” he said. As 
the season pressed on Agawam found itself in a position which 
could clinch the league title. They would have to win one of 
their two remaining games against either Longmeadow or East 
Longmeadow. Agawam lost to Longmeadow on May 28 by a 6-2 
margin. Sully termed that game "a choke”. 

The scene was now set for a showdown battle with East 
Longmeadow on May 30. If East Longmeadow won, they would 
share the title with Agawam. “If we don’t win this game today, 
we’re a bunch of chokes," Sully said prior to the contest. "No 
blame should be put on the pitchers at all. Only on the,infield 
and outfield,” he added. Well, Agawam lost this clash with 
East Longmeadow, 3-0, on their home turf. Sully was visibly 
shaken by the defeat, but he will come back to play another day 
as Agawam still made its way into the Division I Tournament as 
third seed. 

Although sports occupies much of Shawn’s daily life, he 
always manages time for hunting in Long Sul, fishing, camping 
or just relaxing in the tranquility of the great outdoors. “You’re 
not confined when you go camping or things like that,” Shawn 
said. Sully uses the winter months as a rest period from the 
grind axe that football requires of him. “But, I do make a little 
money to get me through baseball,” Sully said. Around school 
Sully is one of the most respected members of the student body, 
and he was voted "best looking male” and “class athlete” by 
his fellow seniors. 

Shawn will attend Ithica College this fall as a physical 
education major. "I play to switch over to business 
administration as a sophmore," Shawn related. He un¬ 
doubtedly will be a top college performer in the next four years. 
Whether or not Sully ever makes it to the “big Time”, Agawam 
will always be proud to have shared a part of his many successes 
and feats on the athletic field of competition.
